The Forest Service has decided to issue a special 
use permit to Wilderness Associates for development 
of the 116 million dollar Heritage Mountain (Four 
Seasons) Si Resort. 

An appeal by BYU Botany professor W.R. Liechty 
was denied by the Forest Service and the decision to 
go-ahead with the project was handed down. 

Wilderness Associates, a Utah corporation is the 

developer. Gary Williamson is president, Wayne 
Saunders and Norm Nielson are vice presidents in 
the company. 
' Heritage Mountain will be a year-round 
recreational and cultural complex located on 8,900 
acres of Uinta National Forest and private land in 
the mountains and on the bench east of Provo. 

The ski development is to be constructed in multi- 
ple phases over about a ten year period. Some 
facilities could be operating as early as two years af- 
ter the Forest Service activates the permit for 
construction. 


A funicular railway would provide access to the ski 


area. Completing the railway is planned in the first 
phase of the project and the area has already been 
surveyed for its construction. 

The funicular railway, similar to those used in the 
mountains in Europe, would take skiers and tourists 


to Maple Flat. On Maple Flat, Wilderness -

The rapid growth of Provo’s new Eyring Research Institute will help make Provo an important 
research center.

If the vision of most of Provo’s government and 
business leaders is correct, then the entry on Provo 
in the 1990-edition of the World Book Encyclopedia 
could easily begin like this: : 

“Provo, Utah (population 81,870) is the third 
largest city in the state, the home of the famous 
Brigham Young University, site of one of the major 
research centers in the United States and the base of 
one of the largest ski resorts in the Rocky Moun- 
tains.” 

If it does begin like that, it would be a major 
change from the 147-word entry of the en- 
clycopedia’s 1976-edition which simply begins: 
‘Provo, Utah, is the third largest city in the state.” 

Interest in Provo’s future has been sparked recen- 
tly by completion of a new city master plan, the 
opening of two major research institutes in the city, 
local talk of Provo’s commercial demise and the con- 
troversy surrounding the proposed Heritage Moun- 
tain ski resort. And despite some citizens’ often- 
voiced pessimism about Provo’s future, the com- 
munity’s civic and business leaders express high 
hopes about 1990 and beyond. 

Gordon Bullock’s optimism is typical of their sen- 
timents. “‘From various studies we have done and 
from my experiences of being in Provo since 1949, I 
am very excited about the future of the city,” says 
the executive vice-president of the Provo Chamber 
of Commerce. 

An optimistic view is also expressed in the master 
plan. “‘With new efforts to revitalize its downtown 
business district, bring in tourist trade and establish 
new industrial centers, Provo City is just beginning 
an era of economic rebuilding and stablization,” 
reads the first sentence of the 163-page preliminary 
version of the document.

THE EAGLE HAS

Visualize the historic, 
picturesque White Cliffs 
of Dover as a centuries 
old fortress against the 
gently rolling sea. Feel if 
you can the light wind

framed by a deep blue 
sky peppered with fluffy 
white clouds. Ah, jolly 
old England, boating on 
the Thames, ascot on the 
greens, the equestrian 
life in one of old Brit- 
tania’s sequestered 
villages complete with 
quaint stone churches il- 
luminated by stained- 
glass windows. 

But wait a minute, 
you ask, delerious dron- 
ings about the idyllic 
English countryside may 
be fine in a literature 
class, but what .about 
the film you’re supposed 
to review? Surprise — 
THIS IS the film! Or at 
least it is the only

redeeming element, 
should one rightfully 
question the wisdom of 
spending $2.50 to see it. 
I realize that what you 
probably expect is for me 
to say that “The Eagle 
Has Landed”’ is the code 
phrase for the successful 
arrival of a small group 
of German assasins to a 
coastal town in World 
War II England, through 
where Winston Churchill 
will pass the following 
day. The assassination 
plot is mastermined by 
high-level German of- 
ficer Robert Duvall and 
executed by cold- 
blodded Nazi exile 
Michael Caine and a 
chip-on-his-shoulder 
Irishman Donald 
Sutherland, who in this 
film looks like an under- 
fed version of George C. 
Scott. Indeed, all of this 
is in the film, but in such 
a bland and routine 
fashion that its presence 
in the theaters can only 
be explained on the 
grounds that its limp 
presentation couldn’t 


even compete on televi- 
sion with reruns of 
“Social Security in Ac- 
tion.” 

To this reviewer, it is 
astonishing but so often 
the case that such a 
poorly made film has ap- 
parently made it 
through the many hands 


a film must pass before 
it is ore for general 


distribution. Take for 
example the shallow 
characterizations. The 
commander of the 
Rangers (an American 
special forces group) who 
in the film confronts 
Caine and his men, is 
portrayed as a paranoid 
papa’s boy who has 
never seen action all dur-

finally does, he ends up 
acting like a simple- 
minded fool and gets 
many of his men killed 
through the tactfulness 
the likes of which makes 
Gomer Pyle look like 
Julius Caesar. 

Secondly, one doesn’t 
have to look very hard to 
notice the moving 
shadows of the camera 
crew or the multiple 
shadows surrounding the 
central characters in the 
studio-staged - interior 
shots. Such lighting is 
great for convention cen- 
ters, but not for a feature 
motion picture. The 
editing, too, is rough, en- 
cumbered by annoying 
white lines between the 
cuts from long shots to 
close-ups and back 
again. 

Finally, the direction 
by John Sturgis is 
poly lethargic: 
Robert Duvall just goes 
through ‘the motions, 
Michael Caine is un- 
believably stilted and 
Donald Sutherland’s 


dash-it-all Irish manner 
suffers from the likewise 
hastily dashed-off script. 
It is particularly unfor- 
tunate that a film with 
so promising a subject 
and with all the poten- 
tial of a creatively tense 
Hitchcockian treatment 
fails not only in its un- 
eventufl manipulation of 
events, but on so many 
technical aspects as well. 
Dare I mention that the 
roles of German officers 
and soldiers are sorely 
hampered by actors with 
thick British accents? 

This melodrama is 
bound to linger on in the 
theatres for a while 
longer, make an un- 
noticed shift to whatever 
“Night at the Movies” 
on television to be 
thereafter eternally 
banished to the “‘they’re- 
all-alike” abyss of the 
Late-late-late shows. 
Although the film’s title 
“The Eagle Has Lan- 
ded” infers otherwise, 
from the firsr frame 
onward it never really 
got off the ground.

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Work on the plan began in 1974 and will finish 
soon, according to City Planner Leland Gammette. 
The plan was recetly recommended to the City Com- 
mission by the City Planning Commission. Public 
hearings on the plan will be held April 19 and May

“The master plan is a policy of the city or state- 
ment of goals,” explains Gammette. He notes that 
the implementation of those goals is flexible ac- 
cording to the abilities of the city and the decisions 
of public officials.

Roger Billings of Billings Energy 
Corporation says his company has been growing at a 
rate of 300 per cent for the last four years. He expects 
that growth rate to continue at 200 per cent for the 
next few years. 

Ronald G. Hansen, president of the Hyring 
Research Institute, says his company’s business is 
increasing $700,000 annually. He predicts the com- 
pany will have to expand its newly finished 20,000 
square-feet facility to 90,000—square feet by 1981 to 
handle the growth.

Very few portions of 
this album can be 
classified as true “rock.” 
It is also a welcome and 
refreshing change from 
America’s former 
monotonous “Horse with 
No Name” three-note 
chord progressions. 

“Harbor” represents a 
whole new spectrum for 
America.

It seemed for a long 
while that Bread had 
dried up and blown away 
as they all went their 
seperate ways a few 
years ago. But, they are 
now back together and 
their newest album,

The internal protection more women trust

Orem now has 42,000 residents. By the turn of the 
century it may have 100,000. Some people are not 
comfortable with the projection and want to see if 
the happenings in the “city of happenings” can be 
slowed down a bit. 

On April 1 of this year a group calling itself 
“Citizens for Orderly Growth” (COG) was officially 
organized. A COG spokesman Richard Jackson ex- 
plains, the purpose of the group is “to identify 
problems (of growth) and alternatives to minimize 
those problems.” 

Dr. Jackson, an associate professor of geography 
and land use planning at BYU, believes the people of 
Orem “need to determine where they want to go.” 
He feels the majority of Oremites want to limit or 
control growth of the city. As evidence, he points toa 
1975 survey conducted by Scott Randall, a graduate 
student in geography. Some 80 per cent of the 
respondents favored keeping the population less 
than 50,000; 40 per cent would have preferred a ceil- 
ing of 40,000. 

Dr. Jackson is a realist; he knows he can’t turn 
back the clock, but he would like to see the annual 
population growth rate reduced from nine-twelve 
per cent to two-three per cent. He feels this would be 
a “more reasonable level.” He claims the growth has 
been too fast, “with inadequate planning...to main- 
tain the quality of life in Orem.” 

COG plans to present its views to the Orem City 
Council April 12. Dr. Jackson says the group won't

be making any demands, but rather, offer some 


~ suggestions. First, the members want to “suggest to 


the council that they determine the interest for or- 
derly growth” among the citizens of Orem. Then, if 
the need is there, Dr. Jackson suggests the council 
consider the following: 1.) place a moratorium on all 
utility connections for six months to a year, or 2.) 
determine the percentage of growth desirable and 
issue a limited number of building permits, or 3.) 
limit growth by not extending the sewer lines and 
other connections. 

Dr. Jackson believes the council and mayor are 
“good men who want to do what the citizens want.” 
He says COG plans to have members at all city 
meetings to articulate its position. 

The group presently has 50-100 members from 
diverse backgrounds: builders, businessmen, 
housewives, and professional people. Although it 
may seem paradoxical for builders to support these 
types of economic restraints, Dr. Jackson points out 
that the local builders are afraid big construction 
firms will move in and crowd out the smaller con-

BOOK 
TALK

“Under the Cottonwoods 
and Other Mormon 
Stories,” by Douglas H. 
Thayer. Provo: Franson 
Books,|977. 228 pages, 
$4.00. 


This first book by 
Douglas H. Thayer has 
been long awaited by 
those interested in Mor- 
mon literature. Over the 
past twenty, years, 
Thayer has built a 
reputation for sensitive 
insight, serious purpose, 
and careful 
craftsmanship. His 
stories have appeared in 
“Prarie Schooner” and 
“Colorado Quarterly” as 
well as the “Ensign,” 
Sad aval) Studies,’’ 
“Dialogue,’’ and 
“Sunstone,” and several 
of them have won 
awards for their ex- 
cellence. Now some of 
the best of those stories 
have been collected, 
together with other 
stories never before 
published, in a volume 
intitled “Under the Cot- 


-tonwoods and Other 


Mormon Stories.” 

Thayers’s title is a 
good indication of the 
nature of his book, which 
has more unity than 
most collections of 
stories. This is regional 
fiction— even local fic- 
tion, since all of the 
stories are at least partly 
set in Provo— but it 
treats provincial life 
with considerable 
sophistication. Thayer 
has claimed elsewhere 
that Utah culture exists 
under the cottonwoods,. 
has not yet come out into 
the full sunlight. In these 
stories he displays a 
sharp eye for the reveal- 
ing details of a culture in 
transition, pulled bet- 
ween nostalgia for a 
rural past and the reality 
of urbanization, between 
a faith rooted in pioneer 
tradition and the chang- 
ing requirements of 
church with a world- 
wide mission. 

If these are Utah 
stories, they are also very 
much Mormon stories, 


written from the point’ of’ 
view of a committed. 


Latter-day Saint. This is 
not to say, however, that 


Mormons will find them © 


pleasant or comforting 
reading. Thayer is not a 
didactic writer, and his 
stories are not tracts or 
homilies or source 
material for two-and-a- 
half-minute talks. 
Neither is he an enter- 
taining writer, in the 
usual sense. His stories 
are sensitive explora- 
tions of Mormon ex- 
perience, in which com- 
plex characters (charac- 
ters who remind us of 
people we know and 
even, painfully, our- 
selves) are made to con- 
front the real basis of 
their beliefs and of their 
lives. The reader who 
thinks of the Iron Rod as 


a kind of laundry chute 
whaich can carry one ef- 
forlessly to salvation will 
find little satisfaction 
here. Thayer takes 
Latter-day Saint ideals 
seriously, but he also 
knows. womehting about 
reality. His stories focus 
on that uncomfortable 
gap between ideals and 
reality. 

For example, the 
protagonist of the title 
story has achieved the 
good life as his mother 
and other Provo mothers 
envision it. He has kept 
himself clean, been an 
exemplary youth, filled a 
mission, graduated from 
BYU, become a success- 
ful orthodonist, married 
and begun a large 
family. He is a bishop’s 
counselor and expects to 
become, as the years 
pass, a high councilman 
or even a stake presi- 
dent. And yet he dis- 
covers a hollow place in- 
side himself. “He had 
done and would do all of 
those things he was ex- 
pected to do, but his 
whole life seemed so or- 
dered, predetermined,, 
rushed, tense. At times 
he felt like a robot, had 
little sense of controlling 
his own life, being an in- 
dividual.” It is almost, 
he thinks, “as if being an 
example were more im- 
portant than being a per- 

In “Second South” 
another exemplary 
young man comes home 
to Provo from military 
service in occupied Ger- 
many after World War 
Two. His image of 
“Happy Valley’? Has 
sustained him amid the 
corruption and suffering 
he has seen and has 
helped him stay clean. 
While the other soldiers 
trade cigarettess to the 
local girls for sexual 
favors, he freely gives 
away bars of soap. 
(Thayers’s characters 
are preoccupied with 
cleanliness; seldom will 
we find more_ bathing 
and showering and 
scrubbing in a single 
book.) But he comes

Together for 
Greatness. 
Because it’s 
right! 
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back to Provo to discover 
that the same 
possibilities of corrup- 
tion exist here. 

In “The Clinic,” one of 
Thayer’s most moving 
stories, yet another 
young man has come 
back from yet another 
war-torn land, this time 
Viet Nam, and has 
found his experiences 
have robbed him of the 
power to feel. The persis- 
tent tropical fungus in- 
fection he has sym- 
bolizes his alienation, 
which has caused him to 
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stop wearing temple gar- 
ments or going to 
church. But a wise and 
experienced physician 
(who himself had seen 
the horror of war and 
who had lost his only son 
in a water-skiing acci- 
dent) points the way 
toward regeneration 
through two pieces of 
counsel, one sternly 


realisitc, the other 
pointing toward an 
ideal: *‘.... it’s. one of 


those things you’re going 
to have to learn to live 
with. One way or 


another we all have 
something.” And “You 
can’t love or forgive 
yourself enough, Steve, 
and nobody else can 
either, although they can 
help. All of us need 
somebody like Jesus 
Christ for that. At least 
it’s the only answer I’ve 
found that makes any 
sense.” 

Sinclair Lewis once 
wrote of a man who wan- 


ted fiction to speak to his” 


own situation. Thayer’s 
fiction speaks powerfully 
to our situation, as 


Utahns, as Mormons, as 
human beings. Every 
story in the book has 
some special value or im- 
pact. “Elder Thatcher” 
should be required 
reading for every 
prospective missionary. 
Every person who works 
with youth should read 
“Greg.” Everyone who 
loves to hunt should read 
“Opening Day’’ and 
“The Rabbit Hunt’’ 
(those who do will come 
away either changed or 
infuriated).

Each year he has two graduate assistants who play 
the bells on alternate days of the week and assist 
before and after forum and devotional. 

Music must be specially arranged for the clarion 
bells. “We get some music from the Carillon Guild, 
arrange some ourselves and sometimes improve,” 
says Longhurst. 

He studied for his B.A., and Masters in music per- 
formance at the University of Utah. He received his 
DMA in 1970 from the Eastman School of Music. 

Dr. Longhurst has been teaching music theory and 
organ at BYU for the past eight years. He is presen- 
tly supervising the music scholarship program along 
with teaching and playing the clarion bells.
